CUMMINGS WORKING OUT 
NEW LEGISLATION TO AID 
IN GANGSTER ERADICATION 


WASHINGTON, July

No matter how long it takes, in 
the words of Attorney General 
Cummings, the federal 
govern- 
ment will fight the underworld 
jntil law and order prevails over 
the gangster, kidnaper and rack- 
eteer. 


As part of that effort, the jus- 
tice department 
continued work 
today on legislation Intended to 
give the government greater power 
in dealing with the lawless. This 
will be presented to congress in 
January, Cummings said, although 
specific proposals have not been 
agreed upon. 


One idea, he said, is that of 
setting up a federal police force.

Dollar wheat, 86 cent corn, $6.50 
cattle and $4.50 hogs have lighten- 
ed the farmer's gloom except in 
the Panhandle and a few north- 
western counties where one of the 
worst droughts In the state's his- 
tory destroyed crops and. forced 
sale of livestock. 
"The immediate 
future 
looks 
rather gloomy because of pro- 
longed drought, ' but drought Is 
only temporary," said Stuart Bry- 
an, federal crop statistician. "The 
general outlook is better for Ok- 
lahoma farmers than it has been 
in months." 
/ 


Higher wheat prices came to 
the financial rescue of Oklahoma 
growers in a year'when the yield 
was cut to 28,840,000 bushels by 
sun and sand. Last year's yield 
was 48,000,000 bushel* and the five- 
year average 52,386,000 bushels. 
But the price now is about 20 
cents a bushel more than.the five 


year average price and the cost 
of production was only 60 cents a 
bushel, leaving, the farmer who 
raised a crop of nice profit. In 
addition about 5,300,000 bushels of 
last year's crop still remains in 
bins to be sold at -the 
higher 
prices..

As a result many farmers are 
able to pay long past d»ie bills. 
Little direct benefit

BECAME PILOT IN ORDER 


MAKE HIS NATION LEAD- 


ER IN AVIATION

CHICAGO,

17.—(^—For- 


mer newspaper man, world ' war 
hero, confidante of Benito Mus- 
solini, an airplane pilot because 
he wanted to make his nation a 
leader in aviation—such has been 
the career of General Italo Balbo. 
Leading an armada of 24 Italian 


seaplanes on a 6,100 mile flight 
across the Atlantic, has been just 
another incident in his life. The 
next aerial .project of his nation, 
he believes will be a mass flight 
around the world; 


The world knows General Balbo 
best for the present flight and for 
a-previous one from Rome to South 
America; Italy knew him a decade 
ago as a pov/erful figure in the na- 
tions political life, a leader in the 
revolution that placed fascism in 
power and made Mussolini dicta- 
tor. 


The friendship between 
Balbo 


and Mussolini began when theyi 
fought together in the trenches.! 
Both won decorations for valor. 
Returned to Civil Life. 


At the armistice. Balbo return- 


ed to civilian life, but not for long. 
Soon he had organized the Black 
Shirts militia in his native region 
or Perrara and Emilia. 


When Mussolini directed his fa- 


mous march on Rome in October 
of 1922 
Balbo, then 
only 
29 
years old, was in the van with 
his Black Shirts. In the new gov- 
ernment he first was minister of 
national economy and general of 
the Black Shirts militia. 


Then Mussolini began checking 
over Italy's progress in aviation. 
He 
was 
disappointed. 
Balbo 
promptly became minister of aero- 
nautics, charged with making It- 
aly second only to none in the air. 
First he learned to fly. Then he 


reorganized the entire air service. 
Finally he set out to prove the ef- 
ficiency of the new service with 
a cruise of 65 planes over the
